At Wisconsin university, Prof. John­ 
son und others are experimenting with 
ii dry bent method of treating seed 
v heat to prevent scab. They are us­ 
ing u

out destroying its germination power. 
Whether the dry lieut method will 
prove to he a practical one in the 
treatment of wheat scab remains to 
he demonstrated.
